STATE PRINTING. 


۰ i ; 


By ٤4 7 the Reports of the Auditor and 8 of 
State, it will be seen, that the Public Printing heretofore, has 
formed one of the more important items, of Public ex pense;iand 
eng well worthy the careful attention of tho-Legislatare. ...: 
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1 am of opinion, that a careful inquiry into, and a thorough 
investigation of, our present system of Public Printing, will 
result in an early modification of existing laws in relation 
thereto, tending largely to benefit the State, not only in signally 
reducing our State expenditures but in securing promptness, 
on the part of the ‘Contractors i in executing ‘the Püblio work, of 
this character. 1 


Since the Office has been under my control, [and I under- 
stand curing the tem of my predecessor the same complaint 
was made] there has been a very general complaint against 
Contractors — doing the State Printing—in that they have 
invariably failed'to come up to the requirements of the law on 
that subject. This is especially so, with reference to the’pub- 
lication of the Legislative Journals. 


The “ Printer's Copy” is furnished by this Office, and has 
been, (for the two past years), very pfomptly furnished, so that 
no excuse, on that account can be rendered’ against the State, 


4 for the annoying delays, on the part of those doing the work. 


I have to report, that the Journals of last Winter, have not 
yet been received, but hope to get nm in time to distribute 
to the i incoming Legislature. 8 f 


- The law now in existence, provides for the publication of 
eighteen hundred copies of the Session Laws, and three hun- 
dred Journals each of the House and Senate, making six hun- 
dred volumes of Journals. 


I am of the opinion that one thousand copies of the Session 
Laws, will meet the requirements of the State; for all purposes, 
a | and that two hundred and fifty copies of the Journals will be 
quite sufficient. I regard the binding of the Laws and Journals 
in any other than paper or pamphlet form as a useless expend- 
iture, and ought to be avoided, and would earnestly recommend 
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S p ا دک ہت‎ A , 
a change not only as to the number to be published but as to 
the style and manner of binding, both the Laws and Journals. 


Since our admission as a. State into the Union, the State 
« Printing has cost, the State about sixty tbousand dollars, - 
averaging. about fifteen. thousand, dollars annually. The last 
+ two years has cost materially less than the first two, and the 
coming two years ought and will with proper additional legis- 
lation, show a still greater decrease in this branch’ of publie 
expenditure, | 


N In addition to these suggestions, I would urge upon the 
‘Legislature, the propriety of fixing by law a definite time 
say the 15th of May of each year—within which the Laws and 
Journals shall be furnished and delivered to this office for gen- 
eral distribution. 


The law of last winter in 0(0 7 the binding of the Laws, 

Journals, and volume of Public Documents to be found on pags 

. 46, of the Laws of 1864, is entirely inoperative, because it 

demands of the Printer that which he cannct perform. Iti js 

impossible for the Printer to. fully comply with its provisions, 

l and should be modified, so as to allow contractors a reasonable 
time within which to complete said work.

Under a former law, it was o the duty of the SE 
ef State, to take charge of the State furniture, belonging to the 
Legislativo Halls, and provide for the general comfort of mem- 
bers of the Legislature when in n session, by properly fitting up 
their respective Houses. : 

But believing that the act of March 1, 1864 above referred 
to, was intended to relieye this office of that responsibility, I 


have deciined any attention to that matter, under a very strong 


desire not to infringe upon the duties of. others, or seek respon- 
sibilities not clearly accompanied b. ya right so-to do. 


It may not be improper for me at this time to state, that 
when the care of the public property, was surrendered by this 
office into the custody of the parties named in the act above 
referred to, there. was. no doubt as to its general. good condition.

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,. Tota] issued to date F 54,900 00. 
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There was a sufficient number of chairs, desks, lamps, and 
lamp fixtures, oil cans, buckets, pitchers, ink stands, &c., &., 
for the use of the Legislature for yet a year or two, and if it 
shall be found different now, the responsibility: must rest not on 
this office but elsewhere. , 


oo ELECTIONS. 


Herewith annexed will be found statement marked “B” show- 
ing both the home and soldier’s vote for State officers, members 
of Congress, Presidential Electors, District Judges, members of 
the Senate and House of Representatives, sale.of School Lands, 
and amendments to the Constitution. 

. On the day designated by the Statute, the State Board of 
Canvassers met in this office, consisting of the Governor, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Attorney General, and Secretary of State. 


The Board was organized by the election of Governor Thomas 
Carney as President, and W. W. H. Lawrence as Secretary. 


By reference to an act of the Legislature, approved, March 
1, 1864, to be found ox page 101, of the acts of 1864, it will 
be discovered, that provisions were made for taking the vote of 
such of our citizens as might be in the employ of the State or 
the United States in repelling invasion or suppressing insurrec- 
tion &c., on the day of the election. 


In accordance with the provisions of said act, I prepared Poll 
Books and Tally Sheets and placed them in the hands of the. 
Governor as directed by thelaw. On the day fixed for can- 
vassing the election returns, I had received returns from all the 
organized counties in the State, as also returns from twenty- 
one regiments and detachments, of citizens in military employ. 


In this connection it may not be improper to state that prior 
to the meeting of the Board of Canvassers an application had 
been made to the Supreme Court for a Mandamus to conipel 
the State Board of Canvassers not to count the vote returned to 
this office from persons in Military employ. The application 
was not sustained, by the Court, and the canvass was proceeded 


“with. The returns: both from the home and soldiers’ vote, were 


received and counted, so far as the State officers and members 
ef Congress were concerned. But on taking.wp the returns for 
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members of the Legislature a. majority of Hae Board consisting 
of Governor Carney, Auditor Hairgrove, and Attorney General 
Guthrie, objected to and refused to recognize, or count the vote, 
known as the soldiers vote" for said members. To this 
objection or refusal, the minority. consisting "of" Treasurer 
Spriggs, and myself dissented and entered our protest aga inst 
the action of the majority, alleging that we regarded the 
action of said majority as an unwarrantable discrimination. 
not sanctioncd by law, or founded in Justice. TUM

The counties of Chase, Bourbon, and Dickinson, having sent 
returns, not in all respects, in accordance with law and usage 
I was directed by the beard, to confer with the County Clerks 
ef said counties by letter, with the view of obtaining if possible 
a correction of said returns. For this. purpose the Board 
adjourned, to meet again, on Thursday January 5th, 1865, at 

` which time the canvass will be concluded, and if deemed 
necessary, I will submit a supplemental report. The adjoura- 
ment of the State Board of Canvassers, toa day beyond the time 
fixed by law when all reports by State officers are required to 
be in readiness, makes it necessary, n. 070460 have my report 
complete, or as nearly complete as possible, to report the result 
of the late general election, notwitstanding the same has not 
been fully canvassed, by the State Board. It is thought that 
the completion of the canvass will not materially change the

^C CLERK HIRE. 


Before closing this Report I very respectfully, beg, to sub- 
mit, that for some reason, the Legislature of last winter in 
making appropriations, for the several Executive Depart- 
ments of State, saw proper to discriminate, much to the 
detriment of this office. 


It requires but a candid reflection for a moment. to satisfy 
the most unscrupulous that this office, as much, if not more 
than any other, in the State, requires the services of two clerks, 
The business of: this office is not of a periodical character, 
but continually, laborious, and requiring constant close appli- 
cation. The; Appropriation Bill of last winter, only allowed 
ibis office eight hundred dollars, for clerk hire, while one 
thousand dollars was allowed the Auditor's office, and the 
same for the Adjutant General. In order to furnish promptly 
the Printers copy of the Session Laws, after adjournment 
and in preparing Poil Books and Tally Sheets for taking the

abstracts of the same after their return, 1 have been compelled 
io employ additional help, at my own expense. 


I ask that the Législature do the office and Col. Charles 
Clarkson the justice, to put his salary for the past year, as

and Adjutant General, and I also ask, that for the future this 
office, in matters of allowance, be placed on a basis of equality, 
as compared with añy of the subordinate positions. 

On leaving the office, I have to regret that I have not been 
able, from. various considerations, to perform the duties 
devolving upon me, in a manner more creditable to the State 
and myself. I am happy, however, to state that I will be able
